The belt line road may be con- 
sidered an assured thing, which 
will bring^about the physical con- 
nection of the two— or rather three 
— roads. This w ill be a great con- 
venience to local shippers and be in 
keeping with the progressive spirit 
pervading this community and rai 
road officials of the three different 
roads. 

It seems to us that it is about up 
to somebody to make an initial 
movement toward getting the rail 
road officials to agree to build a 
union passenger station— something 
up-to-date, like the one at Hender 
«on. The business and population o; 
Hopkinsville need it. If we had a 
live commercial club what a fine 
thing it would be for it to go to 
work on. 

As an evidence that the L. & N 
is not afraid to spend its money on 
improvements in Hopkinsville, look 
at the splendid freight depot now 
nearing completion. There is 
scarcely a doubt that the proper 
persons of the three roads running 
into the city would favarably con- 
sider any proposition that our peo- 
ple might lay before them. One 
thing is certain, nothing could be 
lost by the effort.

To Nominate Candidates For 
Council. 



At a meeting of the Democratic 
City Committee of Hopkinsville. 
Kentucky, held Monday, July 3rd, 
1905, (said committee consisting of 
James West, L T. Braaher, J. D. 
Higgins, Lucian H. Davis, D. D. 
Cayce and Hunter Wood, Jr., and 
all the members being present, the 
following call was thereupon issued: 

A primary election is hereby or- 
dered to be held in each of the wards 
of the city of Hopkinsville, Ky., on 
Tuesday, the 15th day of August, 
1905, between the hour%of 8 a. m. 
and 4 p. m., to nominate candidates 
for city councilmen to *un on the 
Democratic ticket at the regular 
November election to be held No- 
vember 7th, 1905. The voting shall 
be by secret ballot, and all Demo- 
crats who are qualified voters of the I 
wards in which they liveor will be at 
the said November election and such !

INDIANS KILLING OFF CAME 



Bight to Bunt on R«*ervntlon» Often 
Abated by the Bed War- 
riors. 

Sportsmen returning froui 
huntiiu' in tin- vim! My of northern 
Minnis'.in Indian reservations 
tell in the Duluth Herald of the 
scarcity ut' game in certain sec 
tions which < .in he accounted for 
only on thi« theory that the Iudi 
ans have been killing the animals 
during the fall nnd early summer, 
both on and off their ics.rves. The 
city men are indignant that this 
should be so. Tln \ claim to have 
positive proof from the settlers to 
the effect that the red men have 
overstepped their hounds in the 
hunting of deer and moose. 

This Indian proposition Is one 
that occasions a great deal of 
worry where reservations are lo- 
cated. Laws governing the In 
dians in this respect are little un- 
derstood by the whites in general, 
but they are such that the con- 
viction of a ny of these wards of the 
government for breaking them is 
made extremely difficult, if not im- 
possible. 

After taking his lands from 
him, or most of them, it would ill 
become the government if it did 
not allow the Indian the privilege 
of hunting at all seasons when 
wild gajne is en table. This priv- 
ilege is accorded him, but only on 
the reservn tions. He is not sup 
posed to hunt at all in the outside 
forests unless such hunting is 
done in the open season for game, 
and some so read the law that he 
has not the right to kill game at 
any time unless hunting in the res- 
ervation. 

The Indians know the law and 
are careful to see that they are 
not caught breaking it, though in 
many instances they live so far 
from a game warden that they 
have become careless and open 
violations are said to be frequent. 
But even in cases of this kind it is 
no easy matter to secure a convic- 
tion, for, even though the proper 
man be arrested, it is difficult to 
get proof against him. The red- 
men are careful to protect one of 
their own number and stolidly re 
fuse to testity against him, espe- 
cially in affairs of this kind.

OUR PRODUCTION OF GOLD 

Snorruona Tnnroaaa In This Lino Eu 

Cttisnd Comment All Over 
th» World. 

The enormous increase in the 
production of gold with the conse- 
quent accumulation of the stock* 
of coin and bullion has attracted 
rather less attention in recent 
years than its importance would 
appear to demand, says the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal. NVv.'rt he- 
less the subject h» not wholly neg- 
lected, and the estimates of pro- 
duction and accumulation that 
are put out from time to time arc: 
more and more the subject of com- 
ment. There i? u jjreat discrep- 
ancy between the statement of 
gold production and of tho stocks 
of gold coin in the principal coun- 
tries of the world. Much of the 
gold jH-oduoed is used in the urts, 
and of that coined much is lost or 
reduced to attrition, so the 
amount of production during cen- 
turies greatly exceeds the stocks 
of coin existing in the world. 
The amount of gold in Europe in 
1492. the date of the discovery of 
America, is believed not to have 
exceeded $225,000,000 in value. 
From t hut time to the close of 1896. 
according to a rejiort of the direc- 
torof the mint, the world's produc- 
tion amounted to 18,983,320,000. 
Hut the same authority estimates 
the stocks of gold money in the 
world at that time was $4,359,- 
600,000. 

For the first 25 years after the 
discovery of America the annual 
production of gold was less than 
$4,000,000. In the next quarter of 
a century it was in round numbers 
$4,750,000. By the middle of the 
( ightccntb century it had risen to 
over $16,000,000 a year. From 
1801 to 1810 the average annual 
production was nearly f 12,000,000. 
For the two decades next succeed- 
ing there was a great falling off. 
From 1831 to 1840, the last com- 
plete decade before the discovery 
of gold in California, the annual 
production averaged $13,484,000. 
In the next decade it was $36,393, 
000, but it was late in the decade 
before the discovery of the Cali- 
fornia mines. From 1851 to 1855 
the annual production showed an 
average of $132,513,000 and for tin- 
next period of five years of $134,- 
083,000. From 1861 to 1891 there 
was a falling off from these fig- 
ures, but since the last named 
year there has been a steady in- 
crease. In 189(5 the annual produc- 
tion for the first term exceeded 
♦200,000,000, being estimated at a 
trifle less than $203,000,000. In 
1903 it was $325,000,000 in round 
numbers and last year the esti- 
mate is approximately $350,000.- 
000. The expectation that it will 
reach $400,000,000 in 1905 does not 
seem unreasonable. In the pres- 
ent century the production for 
four years has been approximate- 
ly $1,200,000,000, and the present 
year is expected to raise it to 
$1,600,000,000. 

The world's stock of gold coin, 
including bullion in national 
treasuries which performs the 
functions of coin, was estimated 
in 1873 to be $1,209,800,000, in 
1897. $4,359,600,000. By the end of 
the present year the total is esti- 
mated at little short of $6,000,000, 
nn increase of nearly 50 percent, 
in nine years.

Oo Christmas Day JapanoM and ftua- ' 

■lana Agree to Suapand Tight 
That All May fMlt 

A Japanese officer serving on 
the Shaho has a strange and Inter- 
esting Htorv to tell of Lntercourne 
and civilities between the two 
armie*. «» 

The JapAeae being desirous of 
conveying to the Russians news of 
the fall of Port Arthur, volun 
tcers Irere invited to t arry the let- 
ters. Two non-commhorioned of- 
iicers and two privates undertook 
the task. »Thev rode out toward 
the enemy's lines with the inten- 
tion or delivering the letters di 
reetly into the hands of the Rus 
sians, instead of depositing them 
at some midway jMiint, as had been 
the custom hitherto. There was, 
however, great danger that this 
new method might be futal to the 
little party. 

But t hey rode off stoutly to with- 
in a thousand meters of the ene- 
my's outpost, waving white hand' 
kerchiefs. The Russians did not 
Are, and the Japanese went 
steadily on. When they were 
only about :'.n or 40 yards awuy, a 
party of Russians lay down in tir 
jjfeg posit ions, hut still the ser- 
geants ami soldiers rode on, ener- 
getically waving their white flags, 
presently the Russians motioned 
them to lay down their arms, 
thinking they had come to surren- 
der. Tlx- Japanese, however, re 
"aidless of risk, pushed on to 
within handshaking distance. 
Then the Russians saw that they 
carried several bottles of wine 
and boxes of eignrs. On the latter 
was inscribed in big letters: "To 
morrow will be your Christmas 
day. W e Bhal] not attack if you 
do not. Drink and smoke to your 
heart's content and base a good 
time." 

Atflrst the Russians did not wish 
to accept the presents, but when 
they read the hearty sentences 
written on the boxes in their owu 
language, they were much over- 
come, and there ensued an ex 
change of the friendliest greet- 
ings- 
Then the visitors banded in 
their letters and spoke of the fall 
of Port Arthur, the news of which 
was received with profound dis- 
couragement. "There is no fur- 
ther object in the war," said the 
Russian soldiers. Eager ques- 
tions were asked nboot Gen. Stoes- 
sei, and the men were much inter- 
ested to hear he shortly would be 
oo his waj noma. The Japanese 
then presented the Russians with 
some pictorial post cards showing 
how well Russian prisoners were 
treated in Japan. 

Finally the four men rode away 
in safety with the rousing cheers

Boots are only worn in China 
by officials, servants, soldiers, 
pallors, und special hob-nailed 
boots, occasionally m wet wvath- 
er, by the common people. The 
universal form of foot covering is 
a shoe, while coolies ami the 
poorest classes have to content 
themselves with straw or leather 
sandals, or go barefoot. Women's 
shoes are made at home and, ex- 
cept in i sola fed cases In Shanghai, 
are never exposed for sale in 
shops. This remark does not ap 
ply to the peeajlar form of shoe 
worn by >l,m« hu women, which its 
perched on a wort of small stilt. In 
the north, daring the winter 
mouths, the ordinary boot or shoe 
is often padded or lined with 
sheepskin, and of late years repro 
ductious of Chinese l>oots and 
shoes in India rubber have beea 
imported from the I" nl ted States 
ami Oeriimny. and found favor 
with QhiBE)M at the treaty porta.
